Article  I.— The  Society. 

1.  The  Society  shall  consist  of  Graduates  and 
Undergraduates  of  King's  College  and  of  the 
University  of  Toronto,  of  Students  of  University 
College,  and  of  regular  Students  of  the  School  of 
Practical  Science. 

2.  It  shall  be  called  The  University  College 
Literary  and  Scientific  Society. 

3.  The  object  of  this  Society  shall  be  the  en- 
couragement of  literary  and  scientific  pursuits  by 
discussions,  original  essays,  and  readings  from 
English  authors,  and  by  the  supply  of  newspa- 
pers and  other  periodicals  to  its  reading-room. 

4.  No  controverted  point  in  religion  or  Cana- 
dian party  politics,  shall  be  admitted  for  discus- 
sion in  the  Society. 

5.  Tte  President  and  Professors  of  University 
College  shall  be  the  Patrons  of  the  Society,  and 
shall  have  the  right  of  attendance  at  all  its  meet- 
ings. 
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Article  II.— Members. 

1.  The  Society  shall  consist  of  Ordinary,  Hon- 
orary, Corresponding,  and  Life  Members. 

2.  Ordinary  Members  shall  consist  of  Gradu- 
ates, Undergraduates,  and  Students. 

3.  Honorary  Members  shall  consist  of  (1)  all 
Life  Members  who  have  already  taken  a  higher 
degree  than  that  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  from  King's 
College  or  the  University  of  Toronto ;  (2)  All 
ex-Presidents  of  the  Society  ;  and  (3),  such  other 
gentlemen  as  have  already  been  elected  Honorary 
Members,  or  may  hereafter  be  elected  by  a  vote 
of  five-sixths  of  the  Members  present  at  any 
regular  meeting  of  the  Society. 

4.  Corresponding  Members  shall  consist  of  such 
Honorary  and  Life  Members,  not  resident  in 
Toronto,  as  may  be  desirous  of  contributing  to 
the  objects  of  the  Society. 

5.  Life  Members  shall  consist  of  such  Ordinary 
Members  as  shall  have  paid  four  years'  member- 
ship fees  to  the  funds  of  the  Society. 

6.  Candidates  for  Ordinary  or  Honorary  Mem- 
bership shall  be  nominated  at  least  one  week 
before  their  election. 

7.  The  names  of  all  candidates  for  membership 
shall  be  posted  up  in  the  entrance  hall  for  at 
least  five  days  before  their  election,  and  any 
member  may  by  private  notification  to  the  Presi- 
dent require  that  a  ballot  be  taken  for  the  elec- 
tion of  such  candidates. 
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8.  In  case  no  ballot  be  demanded  before  the 
next  ordinary  or  open  meeting  of  the  Society, 
the  President  shall  at  such  meeting  aimounce  the 
names  of  the  candidates  proposed,  and  declare 
them  duly  elected ;  in  case  a  ballot  be  demanded, 
the  President  shall  announce  the  same  without 
disclosing  the  name  of  the  member  who  requested 
it ;  the  ballot  shall  be  taken  in  the  usual  manner, 
and  the  votes  of  live-sixths  of  the  members  pres- 
ent shall  be  necessary  for  the  election  of  each 
candidate. 

9.  No  Ordinary  Member  shall  be  entitled  to 
vote  at  any  election,  or  be  elected  to  any  office, 
until  he  has  paid  his  fees  for  the  year. 


Article  III.— OfBicers. 

1.  (a)  The  officers  of  the  Societ}'^  shall  consist 
of  a  President,  three  Vice-Presidents,  a  Record- 
ing Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  a  Curator,  a  Corres- 
ponding Secretary,  a  Secretary  of  Committees, 
and  five  Councillors,  all  of  whom  shall  constitute 
the  General  Committee.  These  officers  shall  rank 
in  the  above  order :  The  Treasurer,  Curator,  and 
five  Councillors,  shall  constitute  the  House  Com- 
mittee, of  which  the  Curator  shall  be  ex  officio 
Chairman. 

(b)  At  the  second  ordinary  meeting  of  the 
Society  after  the  Michaehnas  Vacation  one  Coun- 
cillor shall  be  elected  from  the  first  year  to  act 
with  the  General  Committee. 
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2.  (a)  The  election  shall  take  place  yearly,  by 
ballot,  at  the  annual  meeting,  in  the  following 
manner  : — The  names  of  all  the  candidates  shall 
be  arranged  on  printed  slips  in  the  order  pro- 
vided for  in  the  Constitution,  and  each  member 
shall  place  a  cross  ( X  )  opposite  the  name  of  the 
candidate  for  whom  he  intends  to  vote. 

{k)  The  President,  Recording  Secretary, Treas- 
urer, and  two  Scrutineers  shall  conduct  the  poll- 
ing. In  the  case  of  disputed  ballots  the  decision 
of  the  President  shall  be  final. 

3.  Candidates  for  office  in  the  Society  shall  be 
nominated  at  least  six  days  before  the  election ; 
and  no  candidate  shall  be  eligible  for  election  to 
any  office  but  that  for  .vhich  he  has  been  nomi- 
nated. 

4.  The  President,  or  in  his  absence  one  of  the 
Vice-Presidents,  or  an  ex-President,  or  a  Graduate 
Member  at  the  request  of  the  President,  shall 
preside  over  all  meetings  of  the  Society,  enforce 
the  due  observance  of  the  constitution,  decide  all 
questions  of  order,  announce  the  result  of  all 
voting,  and  give  the  casting  vote  in  case  of  a  tie. 

5.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  full  and 
correct  accounts  of  the  proceedings  of  all  the 
meetings  of  the  Society,  with  the  exception  of 
the  Conversazione,  the  names  of  all  candidates 
proposed  and  elected,  and  the  nurnber  of  votes 
cast  at  every  election  or  division.  He  shall  also 
prepare  and  sign  the  notices  for  all  meetings  of 
the  Society,  and  post  the  same  in  the  College 
entrance. 
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6.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  account  for 
all  moneys  belonging  to  the  Society ;  shall,  under 
the  direction  of  the  General  Committee,  pay  all 
expenses  incurred  by  the  Society;  and  at  the 
penultimate  meeting  shall  submit  his  report  to 
two  auditors  appointed  at  a  previous  meeting. 
He  shall  keep  a  Roli  Book  in  which  shall  be 
entered  the  name  of  every  member  of  the  Society, 
with  the  date  of  his  admission,  and  of  each  pay- 
ment of  fees  made  by  him.  He  shall  also  be  ex 
ojfficio  a  member  of  the  House  Committee. 

7.  The  Curator  shall  be  ex  offvjio  Chaii'man  of 
the  House  Committee,  shall  have  general  charge 
of  the  Reading  Room,  and  shall  enforce  the  rules 
relating  thereto,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  House 
Committee,  to  whom  he  shall  submit  a  monthly 
report. 

8.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  conduct 
the  correspondence  of  the  Society,  and  of  the 
General  and  Conversazione  Committees,  under 
the  direction  of  the  President ;  shall  keep  copies 
of  all  letters  sent,  and  files  of  all  letters  received 
on  behalf  of  the  Society  ;  and  shall  notify  in  writ- 
ing the  debaters,  essayists,  and  readers  elected 
for  each  public  meeting. 

9.  The  Secretary  of  Committees  shall  prepare 
the  notices  and  keep  the  minutes  of  meetings  of 
the  General  and  C Conversazione  Committees,  and 
shall  present  their  reports  to  the  Society.  He 
shall  also  report,  at  the  penultimate  meeting  of 
the  Society,  the  number  of  meetings  held  by  these 
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Committees,  together   with   the  attendance    of 
each  member  thereof. 

10.  Every  officer  of  the  Society  shall,  at  the 
conclusion  of  his  term  of  office,  deliver  to  his  suc- 
cessor, all  books  and  documents  in  his  possession 
belonging  to  the  Society,  and  such  successor  shall 
henceforth  be  responsible  for  the  safe-keeping  of 
the  same. 

11.  All  records  in  the  possession  of  any  officer 
of  the  Society,  shall  be  open  to  the  inspection  of 
any  member  thereof. 


. 


Article  IV.— Committees. 

1.  The  General  Committee  shall  have  power  to 
make  Bv-laws  for  conductinof  the  business  of 
the  Society  ;  shall  select  subjects  for  debate,  and 
make  appointments  for  all  ordinary  meetings ; 
and  shall,  at  the  Annual  Meeting,  present  a 
report  upon  the  business  of  the  year. 

2.  Their  meetings  shall  be  held  at  least  once  a 
fortnight,  and  six  members  shall  form  a  quorum. 

3.  The  House  Committee  shall  have  charge  of 
the  Society's  building;  shall  make  by-laws  for 
the  government  of  the  Reading-room ;  shall  be 
responsible  for  the  due  and  regular  supply  of 
periodicals  to  the  same  ;  and  shall  submit  to  the 
Society  at  the  first  ordinary  meeting  in  March, 
a  list  of  periodicals  recommended  to  oe  supplied 
to  the  Reading  Room  for  the  succeeding  year. 
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4.  Their  meetings  shall  be  held  at  least  once  a 
month,  and  three  members  shall  form  a  quorum. 

5.  They  shall  elect  one  of  their  number  Secre- 
tary, who  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings 
of  the  Committee,  and  shall  present  their  reports 
to  the  Society. 

5.  They  shall  have  power  to  appoint  an  assist- 
ant Curator,  whose  dnfcies  and  salary  shall  be 
under  their  control. 

7.  In  case  any  officer  of  the  Society  is  absent 
from  three  consecutive  meetings  of  the  General 
Committee,  or  of  the  House  Committee,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  respective  Secretaries''of  these 
Committees  to  report  the  same  forthwith  to  the 
Society,  who  may,  at  their  discretion,  declare 
such  office  vacant. 

8.  Vacancies  occurring  under  the  foregoing 
section,  or  by  reason  of  the  death  or  accepted 
resignation  of  any  member  of  the  General  Com- 
mittee, or  of  the  House  Committee,  shall  be  filled 
in  the  same  manner  as  at  an  ai.aual  election ;  and 
the  nomination  shall  take  place  at  the  first  meet- 
ing after  that  at  which  the  vacancy  is  announced. 

9.  Special  Co  nmittees  of  not  less  than  three 
members  may,  after  due  notice,  be  appointed  for 
any  purpose,  and  such  Committees  shall  continue 
in  office  until  discharged  by  vote  of  the  Society. 

10.  The  member  first  named  on  any  such  Com- 
mittee, shall  be  the  Convenor  thereof,  but  the 
Conimittee  .i^ay,  at  its  first  meeting,  appoint  a 
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Chairman  and   Secretary.    A   majority  of  the 
Committee  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

11.  The  minutes  of  every  such  Committee  shall 
be  kept  in  the  Special  Committee  Minute  Book, 
which  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Recording 
Secretary  as  soon  as  the  Committee  has  reported 

12.  In  case  a  quorum  is  not  present  at  any 
duly  appointed  meeting  of  any  Committee,  the 
Secretary  thereof  shall  record  the  names  of  those 
members  present,  and  report  the  same  at  the  next 
private  meeting  of  the  Society. 


Article  V. —Meetings. 

1.  The  Regular  Meetings  of  the  Society  shall 
consist  of  Ordinary  and  Public  Meetings,  and  the 
Annual  Meeting.  These  meetings  shall  be  held 
at  half-past  seven  every  Friday  evening,  during 
the  continuance  of  Lectures. 

2.  Twelve  members  shall  form  a  quorum. 

3.  Appointments  for  Ordinary  Meetings  shall 
be  posted  in  the  College  entrance  by  the  Record- 
ing Secretary  two  weeks  previous  to  such  mee  ';- 
ings. 

4.  A  public  meeting  of  the  Society,  to  which 
the  Patrons  shall  be  invited,  may  be  held  on  any 
Friday  evening  appointed  by  the  General  Com- 
paittee, 
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5.  Members  who  take  part  in  the  programme 
of  any  public  meeting  shall  be  elected  by  ballot, 
at  least  two  weeks  before  such  meeting.  The 
General  Committee  shall  have  power  to  fill  vacan- 
cies arising  from  resignations.  Each  Reader  shall 
submit  his  selection  to  the  General  Committee 
for  their  approval.  Debaters  shall  select  their 
subject  and  report  the  same  to  the  Society  one 
week  after  their  election  ;  in  default  thereof  the 
General  Committee  shall  choose  a  subject  for 
them. 

6.  At  the  close  of  each  debate,  the  decision 
shall  be  given  by  the  Chairman  according  to  the 
merits  of  the  arguments,  or  be  referred  by  him  to 
a  vote  of  the  members  present ;  and  at  private 
meetings  he  may  criticise  any  defects  in  the  style 
of  the  essayists,  readers,  or  speakers. 

7.  The  Society  may  have  an  annual  Conversa- 
zione, which  shall  be  under  the  management  of 
the  General  Committee,  with  power  on  the  part 
of  the  Society  to  add  to  their  number. 

8.  The  General  Committee  shall  have  authority 
to  call  a  special  meeting  of  the  Society  at  any 
time,  and  for  any  purpose,  by  giving  not  less  than 
twenty-four  hours  notice  thereof. 

9.  The  General  Committee  shall  prepare  and 
submit  to  the  society  the  programme  for  each  ordi- 
nary meeting,  at  least  two  weeks  previous  to  ^".ch 
meeting. 
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Article  VI.— Prizes. 
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1.  In  addition  to  the  prizes  annually  ofiereu  by 
the  College  Council  for  English  essays,  a  second 
prize  of  the  value  of  five  dollars,  shall  he  offered. 

2.  Essays  read  before  the  Society,  and  lianded 
in  to  the  Recording  Secretary,  on  or  before  the 
ante- penultimate  meeting,  shall  be  referred  to  a 
Committee  of  three  appointed  by  the  Society  at  a 
previous  meeting,  who  shall  decide  on  the  merit 
of  the  essays  submitted  to  them,  and  may  adjudge 
the  prizes  accordingly.  If  the  Committee  be  un- 
able to  decide  upon  the  relative  merits  of  two  or 
more  essays  submitted  to  them,  they  shall  have 
power  to  add  to  their  number,  until  a  decision  has 
been  arrived  at.  Such  decision  shall  be  an- 
nounced to  the  Society  at  the  Annual  Meeting, 
and  the  prizes  awarded  accordingly. 

3.  Prizes  will  also  be  offered  annually  for  Pub- 
lic Reading  and  Public  Speaking. 

4.  No  member  shall  twice  receive  a  first  or  a 
second  prize  in  the  same  department  during  his 
academic  course. 
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Article  VII,— Finance. 


1.  The  annual  subscription  shall  be  one  dollar 
and  a  half. 

2.  Students  of  University  College,  or  of  the 
School  of  Practical  Science,  not  members  of  the 
Society  shall  be  admissable  to  the  Reading  Room 
after  the  payment  of  an  annual  fee  of  one  dollar. 
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Article  VIII.— Alterations  in  the  Laws. 

1.  Alterations  in  the  laws  shall  be  discussed 
only  at  the  first  meeting  in  March,  or  at  such 
other  meeting  as  the  General  Committee  may 
appoint. 

2.  No  such  alteration  shall  take  place  without 
receiving  the  votes  of  two-thirds  of  the  members 
present,  as  well  as  the  sanction  of  the  College 
Council. 
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RULES  OF  ORDER,  SECTION  1. 


1.  "The  order  of  buainess  at  Ordinary  Meetings  of  the 
Society  ahall  be  as  follows : —

(0  Election  and  Appointments  for  Officers    and  Com- 
mittees, Public  Debates,  Prize  Speakers  and  Readers. 

(m)  Announcements." 

Note. — After  order  of  business  **/"  at  Ordinary  Meetings, 
that  part  of  the  Society,  consisting  of  the  Fourth  and  such 
other  Year  as  may  be  selected  by  the  General  Committee,  may 
remain  in  the  General  Assembly  Koom,  and  the  other  Years 
ma^  adjourn,  with  a  Chairman,  int-)  an  adjoining  room  for 
the  purpose  of  Readings,  Essay,  and  Debate. 

2.  In  the  above  Order  of  Business  there  shall  be  allowed, 
(a)  To  the  Essayist,  twenty  minutes. 

(6)  To  each  Speaker,  ten  minutes,  and  five  minutes  for  a 
reply,  if  he  be  entitled  to  reply. 
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3.  Ill  every  pul>lic  Ucbaie,  iheru  shall  be  alluwccl  to  each 
speaker  fifteen  miautes,  and  live  minutes  for  a  reply,  if  he  bo 
entitled  to  reply. 

4.  The  order  uf  business  at  the  Annual  Meeting  shall  be  as 
follows  : 

(a)  Minutes  read,  approved,  and  signed. 

{b)  Reports  of  General  Committee  and  Treasurer. 

(c)  Reports  of  Special  Committees. 

{(i)  Business  arising  out  of  the  Minutes. 

((?)  Election  of  Officers. 

5.  All  Essayists,  Readers,  and  Debaters  for  Ordinary  Meet- 
ings shall  be  chosen  in  turn  from  the  number  of  those  who 
have  paid  their  fees  for  the  current  year. 

6.  No  member  entitled  to  wear  a  gown  shall  speak  unless 
in  academic  costume  Mo  member  shall  speak  after  the 
third  Ordinary  Meeting  of  the  Society  till  he  has  paid  his  fees 
for  the  year. 

7.  Every  member  in  speak  .ig  shall  address  the  Chair,  con- 
fine himself  to  the  subject  under  discussion,  and  avoid  person- 
alities and  indecorous  language. 

8.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  once  upon  any  ques- 
tion, unless  with  the  permission  of  the  Society,  except  in 
explanation  of  a  material  part  of  his  speech  which  may  have 
been  misconceived,  and  no  new  matter  shall  be  introduced 
upon  such  explanation.  A  reply  is  allowed  to  a  member  who 
has  opened  a  debate  or  moved  a  substantive  motion  other  than 
those  enumerated  in  Rule  15,  but  not  to  the  mover  of  an 
amendment. 

9.  When  two  or  more  members  rise  at  once  to  speak,  the 
Chairman  shall  determine  their  precedence. 

10.  When  a  member  is  speaking,  no  person  shall  interrupt, 
except  for  the  purpose  of  calling  him  to  order  or  asking  a 
question. 
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11.  A  member  called  to  order  shall  at  once  sit  down  until 
the  point  is  stated  and  determined  by  the  Chairman,  whoso 
decision  shall  bo  given  without  debate,  unless,  being  in  doubt, 
ho  shall  invite  discussion.  If  such  decision  is  appealed  from, 
the  grounds  of  appeal  and  the  reasons  for  the  decision  having 
been  stated,  the  question  shall,  without  debate,  be  put  as  fol* 
lows  :  "  Shall  the  decision  of  the  Chair  be  sustained  ?" 

12.  Any  Member  may  require  the  quosticm  under  discussion 
to  be  read  at  any  time,  but  not  so  as  to  interrupt  a  member 
while  speaking. 

13.  When  a  member  is  speaking,  a  motion  being  read,  or  a 
vote  taken,  no  member  shall  walk  out  of  or  across  the  room,  or 
make  any  noise.  Conversation  calculated  to  disturb  any  mem- 
ber while  speaking  or  reading,  or  to  hinder  the  transaction  of 
business,  shall  be  deemed  a  violation  of  order,  and  if  persisted 
in,  shall  incur  censure. 

14.  Every  motion  shall  bi  seconded  and  read  from  the  chair 
before  it  is  discussed. 

15.  All  motions  and  notices  of  motion  shall  be  in  writing, 
except  votes  of  thanks,  and  motions  to  reconsider,  to  adjourn, 
to  take  the  previous  question,  to  close  the  debate,  to  lay  on  the 
table,  to  postpone  the  discussion  to  some  future  meeting,  to 
divide  (when  the  sense  will  sdmit  of  it),  or  to  refer. 

16.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  be  in  order  at  any  time^ 
except  when  a  member  is  speaking,  during  a  division  or  elec- 
tion, or  immediately  after  a  motion,  or  the  adoption  of  the 
previous  question.  A  motion  to  adjourn  simply  shall  be  decided 
without  debate. 

17.  The  previous  question  shall  precede,  and,  until  decided, 
preclude  all  amendments  to  the  main  motion,  and  shall  be  in 
the  form  :  "Shall  the  main  motion  be  now  put  ?" 

18.  On  the  adoption  of  a  motion  to  close  the  debate,  the 
main )  .otion  and  all  amendments  already  moved  shall  be  put  in 
the  usut^l  order  without  further  discussion. 
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19.  Only  one  amendment  to  an  amendment  shall  be  in  order, 
and  no  irrelevant  amendment  shall  be  permitted. 

20.  One  week's  notice  in  writing  shall  be  given  of  motions 
for  the  ap])ointmeut  of  Committees,  the  suspension,  expulsion, 
re-election,  or  censuring  of  a  member,  the  reconsideration  or 
discussion  of  any  question  or  resolution,  to  amend  the  Laws  or 
llules  of  Order,  or  for  a  return  from  any  ollicer  or  committee  ; 
and  the  riesident  may,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  Society, 
direct  any  motion  made  to  :>tand  as  a  notice. 

21.  A  motion  to  reconsider  the  decision  of  the  Society  on 
any  question  must  be  made  by  a  member  av  ho  voted  in  favor  of 
such  decision. 

22.  The  Society  may,  by  a  vol  j  at  any  Regular  IVIcuting,  either 
alter,  add,  strike  out  or  suspend  a  Ivule  of  Order,  change  the 
order  of  business,  or  suspend  a  member. 

23.  When  tlio  Society  goes  into  Committee  of  the  whole,  the 
President  may  leave  the  chair  and  callupo-:  some  other  member 
to  preside.  Tiie  minutes  of  the  Committee  shall  be  kept  by 
the  Secretary  of  Committees  in  the  Special  Committee  Minute 
Book. 

24.  Twenty-four  hours'  notice  in  writing  of  the  meeting  of 
every  Committee  shall  be  posted  up  in  the  I'^ntrance  Hall. 

25.  Reports  of  Committees,  other  than  reports  of  progress, 
shall  be  in  writing,  signed  by  some  officer  of  the  Committee. 

2G.  When  the  report  of  any  Committee  has  bee.i  read  to  the 
Society,  it  shall  be  deemed  to  be  received,  without  any  motion 
to  that  effect,  and  may  then  be  adopted  with  or  without  amend- 
ment, considered  in  Committee  of  the  whole,  referred,  or  laid 
on  the  ta])le. 

27.  Any  member  may  admit  a  visitor  to  the  Reading  Room, 
or  to  a  private  meeting  of  the  Society. 

28.  Cases  not  provided  for  in  the  foregoing  rules  shall  be 
governed,  as  far  as  possible,  by  the  practice  of  the  Legislative 
Assembly  of  Ontario.

OP  THE 


HOUSE    COMMITTEE. 


1.  The  Reading  Room  shall  be  open  daily  from  9  a.m.  to 
3  p.m,  during  the  continuance  of  Lectures. 

2.  One  member  of  the  Committee  shall  be  in  charge  of  the 
Reading  Room  each  day  of  the  week  by  turns,  whose  name 
shall  be  posted  up  in  the  Reading  Room,  and  who  shall  be 
responsible  for  the  preservation  of  due  order  and  decorum. 

3.  No  person  shall  cause  any  disturbance  by  conversation 
or  by  any  noise  in  or  about  the  Reading  Room  or  in  the  Halls 
durine;  the  meetings  of  the  Society. 

4.  No  smoking  or  spitting  shall  be  allowed  in  or  about  the 
Reading  Room,  or  in  the  Society's  Building. 

5.  No  person  shall  cut  or  otherwise  deface  the  Periodicals 
or  the  walls  or  furniture  of  the  Building  or  Reading  Room. 

6.  No  intoxicating  liquor  shall  be  allowed  on  the  Society's 
premises. 

7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  member  in  charge  to  enforce 
the  foregoing  By-Laws.  In  case  of  any  offence  against  them^ 
he  shall  warn  the  person  so  offending  to  desist,  and  if  the 
offence  be  persisted  in  or  repeated,  he  shall  suspend  the 
offender  from  the  privileges  of  the  Reading  Room  until  the 
Committee  shall  have  met  and  adjudicated  upon  his  conduct. 
Immediate  suspension  shall  be  imperative  for  the  following 
offences  :  (1)  Drunkenness ;  (2)  Profanity  j  (3)  Spitting  j  (4) 
Damaging  the  property  or  rooms  of  the  Society. 
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8.  Immediately  after  suspending  an  offender,  the  member 
in  charge  shall  notify  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  who 
shall  call  a  meeting  of  the  Committee  at  the  earliest  possible 
time,  when  the  offence  shall  be  dealt  with  according  to  its 
merits. 

9.  Any  member  may  extend  the  privileges  of  the  Society  to 
members  of  other  Universities,  for  a  period  not  exceeding  one 
week  at  a  time,  on  entering  his  name  in  the  Visitors'  Book 
kept  for  that  purpose. 

10.  A  List  shall  be  posted  in  the  Reading  Room  of  all 
persons  entitled  to  the  use  thereof.

FOR   THE 

LOAN  of  PERIODICALS  from  the  READING  ROOM 


1.  The  House  Committee  may  lend  to  any  member  of  the 
Society,  who  has  paid  his  fees  for  the  current  year,  for  a 
period  not  exceeding  one  week,  and  subject  to  the  Regulations 
hereinafter  mentioned,  any  of  the  following  Periodicals,  after 
their  removal  from  the  files  : — London  Quarterly,  Edinburgh 
Review,  Nineteenth  Century,  Fortnightly  Review,  Scribner's 
Monthly,  Atlantic  Monthly,  Macmillan's  Magazine,  Popular 
Science  Monthly,  Contemporary  Review.  Week,  Harper's 
Magazine,  Princeton  Review,  North  American  Review. 

2.  Any  person  neglecting  to  return  a  periodical  at  the  pro- 
per time  shall  be  fined  the  sum  of  five  cents  for  each  day  of 
retention  beyond  that  time,  the  offender  to  be  suspended  from 
the  use  of  the  Reading  Room  until  such  fine  is  paid. 

3.  In  case  a  Periodical  is  returned  in  a  damaged  condition, 
the  member  in  charge  to  whom  it  is  returned  shall  assess  the 
damage  done,  and  charge  a  corresponding  fine,  the  offender  to 
be  suspended  from  the  use  of  the  Reading  Room  until  such 
fine  is  paid. 

4.  Not  more  than  one  periodical  shall  be  lent  to  any  mem- 
ber at  one  time.

6.  The  member  in  charge  shall  attend  in  the  Reading  Room 
during  an  hour  appointed  by  the  General  Committee  to  give 
out  and  receive  Periodicals  in  accordance  with  the  above 
Regulations.
